ARRIVAL OF MR O'BRIEN. 


Editor of United Ireland Arrives in 
New York. 

NEW YorkK, May 9.—The steamship Umbria, 
with William O’Brien, editor of United Ire- 
land, and Bishop Ireland, of Minnesota, on 
board, was unable to cross the bar at high wa- 
ter this morning, on account of 
fog, and will now remain at an- 
chor outside nntil six o’elock this evening. 
When the news wes communicated to the re- 
ception committee, who went early tothe 
Cunard pier to greet the distingaished passen- 
gers, they at or ce notified Joha S:aria to 
procure a s‘eamboat for them that they might 
go down the bay to accord the welcome. 

The Cunard steamship Umbria arrived off 
ihe lightship and anchored there at 6:13 p. m. 
Saturday, detained by the dense fog. No in- 
formation of her presencs was received in this 
‘ity until Sunday at 6:50 p. m. A boat was 
then sent for the mails, but did not succeed in 
finding the Umbria until Monday morning. 
There is still (Monday) a dense fog outside, and 
the ship will probably be unable to reach her 
dock until tomorrow (Tuesday) morning. A 
tug was procured by a committce of Irish 
nationalists who wish to welcome O'Brien, of 
Dublin, and it started in search of the Umbria 
about the middle of the afternoon. Nothing 
Las thus far been heard from it.

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IT WAS NOT A VOLCANO. 


The Arizona Ulumination Proves to Be 
Burning Brush, 

ALBUQUERQUE, May !.—A special from Ben- 
son, Arizona Territory, says, all other reports 
to the contrary notwithstanding, no volcanic 
eruptions have occurred in southern Arizona. 
On the 2d inst., simultancously with the severe 
earthquake shocks experienced here, great 
clouds of smoke appeared over the peaks of 
Whetstone mountains, scuth of this point, and 
at night the ho:izon was brilliantly illumin- 
ated by what was supposed to 
be volcanic fires. The phenomenon 
continued duricveg the day following the 
earthquake and on the 5th inst., an exploring 
party under the leadership of General Forsyth, 
commanding Fert Huachuca, started fur 
Whetstone mountains for the purpose of inves- 
tigating the supposed eruption. They return- 
ed on the 7th and reported that there was no 
volcanié eiuption, although  sigus of 
au up husvel and mountain 
slides cansed by the earthquake, 
were abundantly visible and that the briiliant 
illumination of the sky and clouds of smoke 
which hovered over the mountain peaks were 
caused by forest fires, which 
they hed tracedto the carelessness of some 
Mexican campers who had camped on the 
mountain on Monday. This report effectually 
explodes the volcano sensation among the 
people of Benson. 

Anuother.revere shock of earthquake was ex- 
perienced here 1:14 0’clock this afternoon. No 
damage was cone, but the shock caused great 
consternation among the people. 


23 YEARS IN A WELL. 
The Long Fast of a Catfish in a Virginia 
Well, 

FRANKLIN, Va., May 8.—[Special. | —T wenty- 
three years ago Mr. Sam. B. Patlow, a resident 
of Southampton county, near this place, caught 
a catfish measurimg seven inches in length, 
which he putinawellon his premises used for 
watering his horses. The cat has been living 
there in that well ever siace, until today when 
he was found dead floating upon the water. 
He was Grawn up from the well and measured 
egain by Mr. Putiow measuring at this time 
6% inches. The fish has had no other susten- 
ance than what animalcule was in the water. 
During hisstay in the well he has been drawa 
up several times by the bucket, and pot back 
again. About two weeks ego a young lady 
living in Mr. Patlow’s family, sympathisiog 
with the fish knowing his need of food, began 
to feed bim with bread. It has been said by 
some that this (giving him bread) cé&used his 
death. 


DRUMMER’S TAX ILLEGAL. 


An Important Decisidn by the District of Co- 
lumbia’s Supreme Court. 

WASHINGION, May 9.—Judge Merrick, in 
the distiict supreme court in general term to- 
day, annourced the judgment of that court in 
the case of the district against Henneck, a 
Baltimore drummer, charged with being an 
ublicensed commercial agent. The act impos- 
ing the license tax was passed by the old dis- 
trict legislature, under the authority, it was 
claimed, of congress. The court dismissed 
Henneck, holding that a tax on drummers 
from other states is a regulation of commerce 
between euch states and thedistrict and that 
such a tax can be imposed by congress alone. 
The court held, however, that the act is appli- 
cable to district merchants and drammers. 
This decision isa boomerang to the framera 
of the law, inasmuch as they intended that it 
should have just the opposite effect. 


CHICAGO AGAINST COERCION. 


A Large Meeting of Americans Send Greet- 
ings to Gladstone aud Parnell. 

Cuicaco, May 9.—A rousing meeting of rep- 
resentative Chicago men was had at battery D 
armory tonight, to give expression to Ameri- 
can sentiment in opposition to the suspension 
of constitutional liberty in Ireland. About 
6,000 were present, drawn principally from 
well to doclasses. Mayor Roche presided and 
most of the speakers were citizens of American 
birth, such as Governor Oglesby, Rabbi Hirssh, 
Wirt Dexter. Rev. Dr. Bolton, Congressman 
Mason and General Martin Beal. They strong- 
ly denounced the coercion bill now pending iu 
the British parliament. Resolutions similar in 
tone to the speeches were adopted, and cable- 
grams telling of the proceedings were for ward- 
ed to Messrs. Gladstone and Parnell. 


THROWN FROM THE TRACK. 


A Railroad Accident in Indiana, But No One 
Killed. 

GREENCASTLE, Ind., May 9.—The Monon 
passenger train for Chicago, due there yester- 
day morning, was wrecked one mile south of 
this place. The engine went one-third of the 
way down a thirty-five foot embankment. 
Both engine and tender lie wheels up, as they 
fell. The baggage car was also derailed. En- 
gineer Green was found head downward be- 
tween the engine and tender. He was badly 
scalded. The fireman saved himself by jump- 
ing. The wreck was caused by a misplaced 
twitch. Railway officials claim it was opened

LABOR’S STRUGGLE. 


DIFFERENCES BETWEEN EMPLOY- 
BRAND BMPLOYBED. 


A General Strike Looked for Among the Anthracite 
Cosi Workers-Steve Molders Refuse the St, 
Louis Patter®s--Meyor Hewitt’s Au: wer 
toa Workmen—Other Labor Notes. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—Dispatches from dif- 
ferent points in the anthracite coal region are 
about equally divided in opinion as tothe 
probability of a general strike of miners 
throughout that region for an advance ia 
wages. The Knights of Labor and Amalga- 
mated atsociation are atodds. Both favora 
strike, but cannot agree upon the conditions, 
end knights in the employ of the Reading 
railroad oppose the strike until the miners have 
all joined the knights. Merchants and busi- 
ness men do not regard the movement with 
much favorand many of them say they will 
refuse to sell gocds on credit if a strike 
takes place. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 9.—Informal conferen- 
ces wero held today between the 
reprecenta'ive of the antbracite-produacing 
companies, whose offices are located 
in this city, end it is understood that they are 
still determined not to grant an advance of 10 
per cent in miners’ wages. The conference 
will take place Wednesday between represent- 
atives ofthe coal miners and the producing 
companies, at which it is understood the com. 
panies will submit @ proposition to the men to 
give them 3 per cent above the present wages. 
General Master Workman Powderly is declared 
to be opposed toa strkein the anthracite re- 
gions at this time, as the condition of the coal 
trade precludes all possibility of saccess. 

The miners’ and mine lahorers’ national dis- 
trict assembly No. 135, Knights of Labor, has 
issued a call foran annual session of delegates 
from miners’ and laborers’ assemblies of the 
Unitcd States, to be held in Cincinnati on June 
ist. Lech subdivision of national district as- 
semmblies is entitled toone representative for 
the first six hundred members or less and an 
additional one foreach additional six hundred 
members of the majority fraction thereof, 
There sre eleven subdivisions of the organiza- 
tion divided among the various anthracite and 
bituminous coaland coke regions of eastern 
and western Pennsyivania and Marylana, 
Virginia, West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, IIli- 
rnois, Kentucky and other southern and west- 
ern states Master Workman Bailey is expected 
to preside, aud the convention will be called 
upen to voteon resolutions to sapport the 
Pennsyivania miners in the demands they have 
made, 


BREAD MAKERS AND WINNERS. 


Pakers Win Their Strike--Arbitration fer the . 


Hod Qarriers. 

CHICAGO, May 9.—Ata conference between 
the journeymen bakers’ committee and the 
bosses yesterday an agreement was rea:hed 
whereby the jouraeymen gain the. material 
points demanded. The bosses agreed that ten 
bours should constitate a day’s work, excepton 
Saturdsy, when the men shall labcr twelve 
hours; a week to consist of six days, and extra 
pay when work is done on Sunday. None of 
the men are to be comyelled to board with the 
bosses, and in lieu of such board $1 per week 
is to be added. 

It is said that a committee of three has been 
appointed by the Awalzgamated Buildiag Trades 
conncil with instrncticns to wait upen the ex: 
ecutive comniittee of the Master Masons’ a330- 
ciation and to settle the strike of the hod car 
riers, if possible. The council also decided to 
notify the contractors that in case of refusal to 
settle the difficulty by arbitration all the union 
carpenters, gas fitters, plumbers, plasterers, 
etc , will be withdrawn from jobs at which non- 
union laborers are employed. 


LONGSHORBMEN AGAIN. 


More Trouble Anticipated on the Jersey 


City Piers. 

JERSEY City, N. J., May 9.—About 109 long: 
sheremen employed at the Rotterdam, Inman 
and Red Star steamship piers are on a strike. 
The strikers are extra men who are paid by the 
hour. They receive 25 cents per hour for day 
and 40 cents per hour for night work. They 
demand an advance of five cents per hour fur 
day and night. Regular forces of the three 
companies, who are paid $15 per week, work or 
pley, have not joined the strikers. Nor are 
they expectcd to doso. The strikers claim 
that steamships are carrying comparatively 
little freight, and that extra men cannot earn 
more than $6 per week on an average. Repre- 
reptatives of the steamship companies stated 
this morning that the demands of the strikers 
will not be acceded to. They claim that the 
lengshoremen regularly employed by the com- 
panies can get along for the present at least 
without extra help.

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UNROLLING THE DIAMONDS, 


The Sharp Trick of a Cincinzati Swindler ia 
Nashville. 

NASHVILLE, May 9.—([Special.]—The only 
arrest connected with 6 races, though police 
were on the look out for swindlers. was mide 
last night, The arrested party is a tall heavy 
set yo fellow, with small mustache and ap- 
pears to be about 26 years of age. He was 
spotted by the chief of detectives Casteen on 
several @ecasions, endeavoring to dispose of 
dismonds, and was closely shadowed. Yester- 
day he rushed hurridly into a pawn shop, ex- 
plained that he had beon swampod at 
the races, but wanted $100 on some 
diamovdgs which he haiin his pocket, until 
he cou)d get a draft cashed on Monday. From 
the inside pocket came a carefully wrapped 
package Containing an elegant pair of old style 
heavy gold earrings of foreign make. The 
settings Were missing, but from a small piece 
of tissue paper was unrolled two handsome 
diamonés, which exactly fitted the settings. 
The jeweler glanced at the sparkling goms, 
but before giving him the money took them to 
his brother, in the rear of the store, and while 
they were examining them he noticed the 
epark’e grow less brillianteach moment, and 
when exsmined test were found to be 
bogus. ‘The trick was in the unroliing 
of the diamonds from the tissue paper, inside 
of which was coated over with some kind of 
chemical, friction against which, as the stones 
were unrelied, gave them a momentary bril- 
hancy that would deceive an_ expert. Later in 
the evenipg the same youth was standing in 
front of the Mv xwell] house confidentially talk- 
ing to a Well known young man of this city, 
to whom be related that be had about $590 
worth of diamonds, but that he could not 
pawn them, as suspicion would attach to him, 
being @ stranger, but in consideration 
of $25 cash, the Nashville young man coald 
bave thestones and no one would be the 
wiser. The unrolling process was then per- 
furmed, end the glitter{of the precious frauds 
completely captured the youth, who was in 
the act of transferring the cash, when Datec- 
tive Casteen, who was quietly watching the 
performance, stepped up and took the man in 
custody. At the stationhouse he gave the 
name of Frauk Lewis, his home Chicayo, and 
his business race horse betting. He was after- 
wares identified as ‘Big Kid,’ of Cincinnati, a 
notcriong crook, and among his effects were 
fourd various aticles used in the profession, to- 
gether with a lot of bogus diamonds. As there 
is nothing to ho'd him on here but vagrancy, 
he wiil probably be released.

Lynchirg of a Negroin North Carolina for 
Rape. 

RALES- 71, N. C,, May 9.— It is reported from 
Starboro that Ben White, a negro, who feloni- 
ously assanited a sixteen-year old white girl, 
member of one of the best familiesin the county, 
was lynched by masked men Saturday night. 
When arrested Judge Shipp, of the superior 
ccurt, for the better protection from the indig- 
pant fiienda of the girl, sent the negro to jail 
at Williamston, N.C. A body of men arrived 
there on the train Saturday night, picketed 
the strects, broke open the jail, took the negro 
to Tarboro and hanged him toa tree near 
where he perpetrated the outrage. There 
was fome excitement amorg the colorel peo- 
ple at Williamston, the better class of whom, 
however, think White deserved his fate.

Arresting the Parties Who it is Thought

Conservatives Who Meditated the Support of Mr. 
Gladstone’s Motion- The Ozar Writes a Letter 
to Emperor Wilhelm—A Sensational 
Murder in Paris—General Foreiga. 


Lonpon,May 9.—[Special.]—With regard to 


the division last Friday night, refusing a se- 


lect committee, a d putation of conservative 
members waited upon the Irish party, to say 
that if the latter were willivg that the scope 
of the proposed committee be so enlarged 
so 2s to include the Parzcell letter, they, repre- 
senting a considerable number of conserva- 
tives, would support Mr. Gladstone's amend- 
ment. The Irishmen counseled with Mr. Glad- 
stone, Mr, Morley and Mr. Dillon, and subse- 
quently said they were willing to have it so 
enlarged as to include any charge made by 
anybody against any Irish member. Then the 
conservatives waited on Mr. W. H. Smith. He 
instantly said that if any independent action 
was taken among his followers, he would re- 
sign. The matter therefore was dropped. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt is going to 
move, as a proviso to the first clause of the 
crimes bill, that it may not be ap- 
plied with respect to any matters 
relating to public meetings, or to transac:ions 
which relate to the letting, hiring or occupa- 
ticn of land, or the ordinary relations of em- 
ployerand employed. The whips are not at all 
go sanguine as the government supporters with 
regard to the progress which the latter hope 
vill be made in committee before Whitsuntide. 
The Times Dillon affair tendsto weaken the 
alliance of the conservatives and unionists, 
and thus works directly against the interests 
of the government. Sir Thomas Grove, un- 
ionist, member for Wilton, speaking on Satur- 
cay. said that the accusations of the Times 
against Mr. Dillon were most cowardly, and 
that the government had made a great mis- 
take, and had been guilty of a very stupid ac- 
tien.

A New Route Preposed for the Relief of 
Kmin Bey. — 

LeNnpDonN, May 9.—Advices from Bauzo Maa- 
deka, Congo, dated March 29th, say: Tast 
Henry M. Stanley, with his expedition for the 
relief of Emin Bey had arrived there. All 
mcmbers of the party are well. Stanley has de- 
cided to take a route by way of Stanley Falls 
for Emin’s camp, at Wadelai. He will restore 
the atthority of the international association 
at Stanley Falls, install Tippoo Tib and after- 
ward ascend the Mbowra, which is now knowa 
to be for a great part navigable. At the 
point where navigation ceases, a ciravan 
will start across the country, striking Albert 
Nyanya, at Murswur, where Stanley intends 
to form and fortify a camp and then send ina 
advance to warn Emin ofthe arrival of the 
expedition, and precure transportation to 
Wadelai by Emin’s two steamers. The enter- 
prise has caused a@ sensation among the na- 
tives. Many men from the factories at Banana 
end Boma are flocking to join the expedition, 
the news havingspread of the return of the 
“white prophet,’’ who wil! restore order among 
the people, 


DILLON LOS&S THE SUIT. 
The Court Says the Police Had the Right te 
Rob Him. 


DUBLIN, May 9.—In the case of John Dillon

NOT SO BAD AS FIRET REPORTED. 


Less Than a Dozen Lives Lost in the La

Bleckley, C. J.—1. The principal witness for 

the etate having testified that he swore before 

the coroner's jury that he did not know who 
committed the homicide, that the prisoner had 
threatened his life if he ever told on him, and 
that acting under the fear induced by this 
ihreat he conceakd his knowledge and swore 
to his ignorance, it was error for the court to 
charge the jury that “one is not responsible for 
crime committed under duress,’ at the same 
time defining duress thus: ‘‘Daress consists in 
threats of bidily or other harm, or other means 
amounting tocr tending to coerce the will of 
another, and actually inducing him to doan 
act contrary to his free will.” Section 2637 of 
the Code, from which this definition was taken, 
relates not to @imo but to contract. To ren- 
der threats or menaces available as an excuse 
for a pereon charged with crime, they must be 

“threats or menaces which sufliciently show 

that his or her life or member was in danger, 

or that he or she had reasonable cause to be- 
lieve, snd did actually believe, that his or hor 

life or member was in danger.”

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'A DESPERATE PRISONER 


WHO SHOOTS EITHER FOR SUICIDE 
OR HOMICIDE, 


A Jacksonville Refugee Arrested in Savatnah ons 
Grave Charge—His S:nsational Conduct at the 
Statiophouse ~~ An Attempt at Either 
Homicide or Buicide—The Details. 


SAVANNAH, Ga. May 9.—[Special.]—The 
police barracks was the scene of an animated 
shocting affray this morning that did no mor- 
tal G2mage, however. About 8 o’clock, in the 
sergeant’s office, Charles V. Harris attempted 
suicide or homicide, it is undetermined which. 
At 9 o’cleck last night a telegram was received 
here from Jacksonville, to look out for Harris, 
who was wanted for larceny after trust. When 
the relief was put out at 11:45the men were 
instructed to look out for Harris. Early this 
morning a man was sext to the Savannah, 
Florida and Western railroad depot, and 
Policeman Spann was directed to keep a watch 
out around the hotels. Mr. Spann had visited 
twoor three of the hotels, and was walking 
along Bryan street about 7:30 o'clock a. m, 
today’ when he saw a stranger ap- 
proaching between Barnard and Whaitaker 
ttreets, Thestranger tallid closely to the de- 
scription. The policeman stepped up to the 
euspected party and arrested him. Tae pris- 

ner pretended to be greatly surprised, wanted 

o know why he was arrested, and said that he 
had not done anything criminal. Sergsant 
Killoarhy wason duty when Policeman Sp ton 
took the prisoner in. The sergeant decited 
that the prisoner was Harris and remarked 
that he would have to hold him until he could 
near further from Sheriff Holland. Pelicoemin 
Spain went through the prisoner's pockets and 


relieved him of a 32 calibre six chamber re- 


volver. The pistol was laid on the desk in- 
tide the railing, where Sergeant Killouhry was 
titting, entering the arrest and the charge on 
tl e docket. 
“What am I arrested for?” asked the prisoner 
“Tor larceny after trust ona telegram from 
Sheriff Holland at, Jacksonviile,” remarked

“] willhever go!” Harris exclaimed ina firm 
tone. He fingered his eyey!asses and mus- 
tacbe nervously for a moment, and then, 
reaching over the rail, picked up the revolver 
from the desk. The sergeant glanced up from 
bis book, but Harris rested’*the weapon on the 
rail,ard eaid coolly that it was not loaded. 
The sergeant went on with his writing, while 
Oilicer Spann. kept his eye on the prisoner's 
movements. Directly Harris raised the pistol 
with his right hand, and turned it towards his 
breast. At the sameinstint he threw back the 
cout with his left hand, and thrust the muzzle 
cof the revolver against his left breast. 

& “LD? will kill myself.” 

Policersan Spann, who was standing beside 
Harris, grabbed at his right arm,and snatched 
it back. The prisoner’s eyes flashed and with 
a quick movement he threw out his right 
band directly at Sergeant Killouryh’s face. 
Policeman Spann jerked Harris violently and 
the pistol exploded with a loud sharp report. 
Harris had turned the pistol, whether iaten- 
tionally or not could not be told, from Ser- 
geantKillouryh’s head partly towards himself. 
The buwilet flew across the room and 
plowed a deep hole into the heater 
Whether he first intended to kill himself and 
then pointed the weapon at the sergeant 
through anger, and then again changed his 
mind cannot be told. Harris would say 
nothing. At the report of the pistol 
Lieutenant Green ran into the office, and a 
crowd quickly collected on the outside of the 
building. Policeman Spann snatched the pistol 
away from Harris before he could fire a second 
shot, Other officers came in, and the prisoner 
was taken off at once toa cell and locked up. 
The affair created a great deal of excitement. 
No one conid explain Harris’s actions. Some 
theught when he turned the pistol from Ser: 
gent IKillouhry’s head be intended to sh oot 
himself. He could have done that before, 
however, had he been bent on doing if. 

Sergeant Killourhy stated that he believed 
Harris was feigning an attempt at suicide, and 
had nointention of killing himself. Harris 
was well dressed and would be taken fora 
man 42 years old. From his appearance one 
would say that he isasport or flash man of 
some kind. The police think that he is a gam- 
bler. What he stole, ifanything, was not 
learred. Hehad $450in his pockets ania 
thiough ticket from Jacksonville to Baltimore, 
by rail toSavannah and by steamer from Na 
vanpah.

Picnieers Viewing the Scenery Along the 
A., P. and L. R. R. 

AmEnricvs, Ga., May 9.—[Special.}—A merry 
crowd of picnicers left Americus Friday morn- 
ing over the Americus, Preston and Lumkin 
railroad for Flintriver. It was known that 
the excursion was run for the benefit of the 
Americus Young Men’s Christian association, 
and an immense crowd was on hand to enjoy 
the occasion. At7 o'clock the train moved off 
from the Centraldepot. It backed out past 
the ice factory, the cotton compress and in 
sight of the beautiful Magnolia dell, out on to 
the long trestle across the Muckalee. Then it 
moved of ata rapid rate forward across the 
high trestle over the Southwestern track,near- 
lya half mile long. The train stopped at 
Jackson street and at Farlow’s lawn, taking 
on a number of passenger at each place and 
checking many heavy, well-filied baskets of 


y provisions. Perhaps 450 people left the city 


on the train. This was the first big picnic of 
the season and all men determined to enjoy 
themselves, : 

The first station was Huntington, where sev- 
eral others joined the crowd. The train stopped 
at DeSoto, Cobb and several other places before 
reaching the river, taking on ia all perhaps 
one Lundred persons between Americus and 
the river. The train stopped in about a quarter 
ofa mile fromthe point where the railroad 
will cross the river and about a mile from the 
picnic ground. It stopped in a field of corn and 
every body got out under the heat of a blazing 
sun. Wagons were on hand to take the baskets 
to the picnic grounds, while the crowd begana 
scarch for shade. Some went straight to the 
place where the picnic was held, while others 
went first to the river and then to the picnic 
ground, Onthe ground was found a party 
of seventy-fiveor more picuicers who had come 
from the surrounding country. The day was 
epent quite pleasantly on the banks of a bean- 
tiful little stream which rose out of the 
ground at one place and a few hundred yards 
from its source disappeared again from sight. 
The elegant dinner was spread out on a long 
table erected for the occssion, and the large 
crowd did justice to it. After dinner the time 
wss spentin strolling and indulgence ino the 
usual amusements. Several visited the other 
side of the Flint, where they found a biue 
spring andacave. The spring is said to have 
no bottom and the cave noend; at least, none 
of the party who saw the two wonders Friday 
found those two objects. Returning, the trip 
was made in about two and a half hours, 
reaching Americus at 6:30 p. m.

Woman in the United States 

Professor Oscar Abrahamsohn, of the 
University of Pennsylvania, is going to Ber- 
lin to deliver a series of lectures at the uni- 
versity of that city on ‘‘The American Wo- 
man.”’ 

If Professor Abrahamsohn understands 
bis subject and is capable of handling it in 
the right way, his lectures may do a great 
deal of good. He can teach Germans many 
things they onght to know. For even Ger- 
many, with the well-earned reputation of 
being the most learned nation in the world, 
is away behind the United States in the rec- 
ognition of woman’s just and proper rights. 
This is no reflection on Germany, for she is 
fally up to the standard that could be ex- 
pected on this question in any old country 
where prejudices hamper progress, and con- 
servatism is regarded as the synonym of 
safety. 

Nowhere else in the world is woman as 
free asshe is in the United States. No- 
where has she such perfect protection to her 
individual rights, or such opportunities for 
her iull development. The laws of nearly 
every state have been amended to give her 
complete rights of property ; andin many 
states there are statutes designed for her 
special protection from every injustice, even 
though ber own husband be the aggressor. 

Woman’s legal status in this country is 
not relatively higher than her social and in- 
tellectual condition. It isone of the pecul- 
iar honors of this state, that the first college 
ever founded for the education of women 
rose on one of the ‘‘old red hills of Georgia.’’ 
Schools of high grade and liberal scope are 
now established for girls in every state and 
territory. Some of the most advanced of 
these, compare favorably with the oldest 
and best of our colleges for boys. The so- 
cial status of woman in America is the out- 
growth of our Anglo-Saxon instincts, refined 
and elevated by our free institutions. In 
no community in this country would wo- 
men be permitted to perform the menial 
and degrading labor which is often forced 
upon them in the most enlightened nations 
of Europe. In some of the English coal 
mines, women are compelled to pull carts 
which are so heavy that the poor creatures are 
obliged to harness themselves like horses. 
Such brutality would not be tolerated for a 
day anywhere in the United States. Sick- 
ening pictures are drawn by reliable Amer- 
icans who have visited the great factories 
and mines of Europe, and witnessed the 
tasks which are there given to women. 
There is abject poverty to an alarming ex- 
tent in many of the larger cities in our own 
country, but while woman often suffers 
here, there is a respect for her sex which is 
found in every class of society, and which 
protects her from the indignities endured by 
her sisters in other lands. Women are find- 
ing many avenues to self-support opening to 
them in the United States. They are more 
and more in demand in the cities every day. 
Better wages ate being paid them, because 
they have demonstrated that they excel in 
many kinds of work. With the law so 
firm)y on her side; with the best schools 
open for her culture ; with a shield of sym- 
pathetic protection in the manly sentiment 
of the country ; and with commercial enter- 
prise extending its favors to her, the Ameri- 
ean woman has cause to be thankfal. 


The Drift of Things. 

Sober and sensible citizens, and those who 
occasionally enjoy a lucid interval, see in 
the tendencies of the age much that is calcu- 
lated to shock and disgust them. 

Every where there is a disposition on the 
part of the many to oppress the few; to ac- 
complish both worthy aad unworthy ends by 
brute force; to reassert the old theory of ty- 
rants and robbers that might is right. 
Stripped of all their gushy, slushy rhetoric, 
this is just what the theories, principles and 
platforms of our bogus social reformers 
amount to. 

Day by day the revolutionary elements of 
society increase in strength. Already we 
have socialists, communists, anarchists, and 
several alleged labor organizations in no 
sense identified with the interests of the real 
working classes of the country. We have, 
also, the ‘‘Anti-Poverty Society.’’ There 
are hundreds of papers and lecturers whose 
sole mission is to make the poor, the ignor- 
ant and the lawless dissatisfied with the es- 
tablished order of things. Infidels are em- 
ployed to inflame the irreligious and un- 
stable, while those who cannot be reached in 
this way are stirred by self-appointed and 
irresponsible evangelists who pander to the 
mob by dwelling upon the wrongsof the 
poor and the wickedness of the rich and 
well-to do classes. : 

Steadily this volcano under the common- 


wealth gathers strength. The surge and 


thunder of its pent-up forces may be heard 
by all who care to listen. Bat the warning 
is not heeded. It is the fashion to laugh at 
these thivgs, but it may well be doubted 
whether laughter is the best way of dealing 
with public enemies. It is not enough to 
simply place our-trust in the common-sense 
of our people and their devotion to law and 
order. Rouesean’s writings onthe social 
contract were treated just as we treat the 
ravings of our social reformers. The respect- 
able classes of French society laughed at 
Rousseau’s book. They thought it so absurd 
that it carried its own answer with it. Bat, 
as Carlyle says, their skins were used to 
bind the second edition. We are entering 
upon the era of just such crazy reform and 
sham civilization, and it is time totake a 
hint from the past. Instead of langhing at 
our Rousseans, suppose we lock them up. 
Our statutes against sedition, conspiracies, 
unlawfal assemblages, disorderly conduct,

The Cotton Movement, 
The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the mov tof the cotton 
crop, says that for the week ending last 


Friday the total receipts have reached 


13,077 bales against 15,141 bales last week, 
14,222 bales the previous week and 21,627 
bales three weeks since; making the total 
receifts since the ist of September, 1886, 
5,135,231 bales, against’ 5,078,348 bales for 
the same period of 1785-86, showing an in- 
crease since September 1, 1886, of 56,883 
bales. 

The imports into continental ports for the 
week have been 60,000. There has been an- 
crease of the cotton in sight of 31,651 bales 
as compared with the. same date ef 1886, an 
-increase of 110,034 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1885, and a de- 
crease of 276,183 bales as compared with 
1884, 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 10,520 bales and were Fri- 
day night 135,471 bales less than at the same 
period last year. The receipts at the same 
towns, have been 12,192 bales less than the 
same week last year, and since September 1 
the receipts at all the towns are 6,936 bales 
more than for the same time in 1885 86. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1886, are 5,173,677 bales; 
in 1885 86 were 5,283,625 bales; in 1884 85 
were 4,742,263 bales. Although the receipts 
at the outports the past week were 13,077 
bales, ihe actual movement from plantations 
was only 2,602 bales, the balance being 
taken from the stocks at the interior towns. 
Last year the receipts from the plantations 
for the same week were 18,164 bales and for 
1285 they were 2,228 bales. The decrease in 
amount in sight Friday night, as compared 
with last year is 49,262 bales, the increase a3 
compared with 1884-85 is 695,495 bales 
and the inerease over 188384 is 
683,695 bales. The Chronicle, in its monthly 
interesting ‘figures. 
The gross movement during April exhibits 
adecline from the figures for the corre3- 
ponding month of the two preceding years, 
the month’s total being 50,515 bales, 
against 80,461 bales last year and 51,932 
bales in 1885; for the eight months the 
aggregate is 1,197,568 bales, against 1,071,- 
817 bales, and 834,760 bales, respectively, 
for the same period of the two preceding 
seasons. The net movement for the month 
is also below that for April of 1886, but 
exbibits an increase over the same month 
in 1885 of 7,868 bales. The totals are 30,- 
304 bales this year, against 59,468 bales in 
1886, and 22,536 bales in 1885, Notwith- 
standing the smaller month’s movement, 
the agveregate net fur the season to date, 
ecntinues in excess of that for any similar 
reriod in our record. 

The Chronicle says that in common with 
the overland, receipts at the ports during 
April record a decline from a year ago. In 
fact the net arrivals have been less than 
half what they were in April 1886; reaching 


89,186 bales, against 202,866 bales, and in 
comparison with 1885 there is a loss of 14,- . 


189 bales, the total then being 103,375 bales. 
For the eight months, however, the aggre- 
gate is in excess of that for either 1885-86 
or 1864-65. The exports to foreign ports 
have fallen off very considerably during the 
month, the number of bales shipped aggre- 
gating 195,118, against 322,149 a year ago, 
and 186,302 in 1885. Contrasted with last 
year the total to May 1, records an excess of 
559,374 bales, and the gain over 1854-85 is 
583,401 bales. Port stocks are now 290,655 
bales Jess than on May 1, last year, and the 
declixe from a year ago in the stocks at in- 
terior towns is about 146,000°bales, 

The amount of cotton marketed since Sep- 
tember 1 in 1886-7 is thus seen to be 6,477 
bales more than in 1885-6, and 722,781 bales 
more than in 1884-5. The total takings by 
spinners since September 1, 1886, are 1,769,- 
191 bales. Ofthis amount southern spin- 
ners have taken 331,000 bales. Northern 
spinners had up to May 1 taken 1,438,191 
bales, a decrease from the corresponding 
period in 1885-6 of 145,625 bales, and an in- 
crease over the same time in 1884 5 of 2i4,- 
508 bales.

How Two Actors Met By Chance. 
From the Chicago News. 

Gus Mortimer, the manager of Louis Jamei, 
who is lately from New Orleans, says that the 
southern people are intensely disgusted with the 
recent utterances of Jeff Davis. Beauregard was 
and is still a great favorite with the southerners, 
and they resent any slight upon him.

The man who was entrusted with the funds neces- 
sary to engage the company skipped south and de- 
serted with the money, and the movements of the 
federal army broke up al) the plans. Duriaog the 
war, Mortimer says, the theaters in the south coined 
money. Thehorrorsofthe siege were mitigated 


and sometimes added to by dramatic performances, ... 
and when an army entered a town the first thing it 


did was to organize a company and play in the 
theater. Some of the armies contained enouga 
soldier-actors. for a very fair sized company, and 
in some eases plays were rehearsed ahead, but of- 
tener still the company was non military and be- 
longed to the theater or traveled about seeking to 
play in some town occupied by troops. The prices 
charged were 50 cents for privates and $1 foroffi- 
cers and the houses were universally packed. The 
audiences were enthusiastic and generally in tae 
very best of humor, so much so as to make it rat’- 
er difficult<to play. Mcrtimer was paroled, and 
played off an on for a year or two with ali soris of 
picked up companies—half professional, halfama- 
teur, andall sorts of sectionalism and politics. 
Once at Corinth he played “Richard [II.”’ in a lin- 
en duster; but the audience didn’t seem to mind 
the discrepancy a bit, and insisted on his coming 
forward in the tent scene and singing the ‘star-

—~— rude cabin of the frontier settler, 
qhen Nashville was a trading post, Dr. J. B. 
McFerrin first saw the light of day, and his 
early advantages were limited. At the age of 
eighteen he entered the work ofthe ministry 
and was adiitted into the Tennessee confer 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal charch in 1825, 
and since then has been a constant and inde- 
ble worker,and to earnestness,zeal, wisdom 
gnd executive ability the beautifal, valuable and 
imposing institutions of the southern Metho- 
dist church in this city are lasting monuments. 
Sixty-two years of his life were consecrated to 
the interests of his church. Much of his life 
was devoted to literary pursuits in connection 
with his church work. He contributed muca 
to church -periodicals, published sermons and 
prepared and published an elaborate history of 
Methodism in Tennessee. 

For eighteen years he edited the Caristian 
Advocate, and has been publicly identified 
with the success and history of the publishing 
honge in this city siace its foundation, serving 
as missionary, secretary, book agent, and has 
been in every conference since 1836. He was 
s prominent factor in the controversy between 
the northern and southern wings of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church in 1844, and in the fol- 
lowing yearwasa member of the convention 
which re-orgapized the Methodist Episcopal 
church south,and worked diligently for its 
permanent establishment and prosperity. 

Dr. McFerrin made Nashville his home since 
1831, although his work necessitated almost 
constant travel. He was twice married, first 
to Miss Probert, of Nashville, and secondly to 
Miss McGavock, of this county. He leaves 
surviving him six children, Mrs. Jane Auder- 
son of Sumter county, Mrs. James Yarbrough 
of Nashville, Mrs. Rev. P. A. Sewell of Leba- 
nop, Mrs. W. R. Bryan of Nashville, and Rev. 
J, A. McFerrin of College Grove, Tenn, Hi3 
other son, James McFerrin, was killedin a rail- 
read wreck near Birmingham, Ala., in the fall 
of 1850, He leaves nineteen grandchildren, 
four of whom are grown.

WORK -OF 
REPORTS PRESENTED TO THE 
BAPTIST CONVENTION. 


More Money Needed to Carry the Bible into Hea'hes 
Landéds—RHeport of Pregress Made Among the 
Ingians—Church Publications — Susday 
School Work-—Other Matters, Etc. 


LovisvirtiE, Ky., May 9—The Southera 
Baptist convention was called to order by 
President Mell at 9 o’clock this morning for 
the third day’s work. It was announced that 
the collection taken up at the mass meeting 
Saturday night for the benefit of foreign mis- 


sions amounted to $2,445. 
The orde1 of business was reported as givV- 


ing the afternoon session to the continuation 


of home mission reports, and the evening S°3- 


sion, opening at 8 p. m,tothe general home 
mission meeting to be led by Rev. Mr. Diaz. A 
motion limiting speeches to ten minutes was 
adopted. 

The report of the committee on suggestions 
to the board of foreign missions was read by 
Dr. W. C. Cleveland, of Alabama. It was pre- 
pared by Dr. John A. Broadus. Dr. Broadus 
was indisposed and unable to read the report 
himself. It pointed out that the missions were 
much in need of money, and miissionaries in 
some cases must be sent home, but it would 
cost as much to bring them home as to support 
them until the stringency for money was 
passed. It suggested means to raise the needed 
money. 

In ¢iscussing the report, Dr. Rowland, of 
Merylanud,called attention to the comparatively 
fmmaill amount given by southern Baptists— 
eight cents per capita per annum. Heurged 
that more foreign mission tracts should be 
printed, 

Dr. E. E. Folk, of Tennessee, said the people 
should give to the church the money given to 
Masons, Odd Fellows, and Knights of Pythias. 
The work of the church is better, and Baptists 
should give their money t© church work ex- 
clusively, while there was need. 

The report as read by Dr. Cleveland was 
adopted. 

Dr. Wharton, of Maryland, presented the 
report of the committee on the Kind Words 
publication. It reported the removal of the 
oftice from Macon, Georgia, to Atlanta, Geor- 
gia. The publication ata profit to the Home 
Mission board of a series of Lesson Leaves and 
an entirely successful system of Sunday -school 
pubjications and need of continued and earnest 
effort to make the publications more useful 
and successful by putting them in ail the Sun- 
day-schools of the Baptist church. Adopted. 

Dr. Frost, chairman of the committee on 
general work of the home mission board, re- 
ported that there had been increased support 
from all the states represented in the conven- 
tion. There was good work doing under tze 
beard among the negroes and Indians, and 
within a year, wonderfully successfal work 
had been begun in Cuba. For all there was 
need of more money and more work. 

Dr. Holt. of Texas, secretary of the Home 
mission board, said, thatthe board has always 
great aided that state, but yet there are 87 


counties, where they have neither preacher | 


nor churches. The Baptists number 160,000 
white and 500,000 colored communicants. The 
recent drouth had effected many portions of the 
state but the frontier workneeded assistance and 
must have it. There are 200,000 Germans in 
Texas and no missionaries among them, where 
there should be at least ten, Dr. Penick, of 
Louisiana, spoke of his state as a missionary 
state field. He said: There are now about 20,- 
000 Baptists in Louisiana with 13 missionaries 
at work, who were heart and soul 
engaged in Christianizing the people. There 
are 250,000 French-speaking people, all Catho- 
lice, in the state, while among them are daily 
working two Baptist missionaries. These peo- 
ple are growing tired of the yoke of Catholi- 
cism and stand ready to throw off the demands 
ofthe priesthood. Many of them have al- 
ready become Christians and others of the 
creole population wiil follow should opportun- 
ity be given them. 

§ Rev. J. S. Monroe, Indian missionary, ro- 
ferred to work inthe Indian Territory, the 
weakest mission connected with this associa- 
tion. There are, he said, 247,761 Indians in 
the United States, not including Alaska 
Of these 75,000 are civilized 
141,316 wear citizens clothes, 38,801 read the 
English language and 50,000 children of 
school age. The territory comprises an area of 
64.222 square mills, 79.791 Indians and forty- 
‘six tribes. There are three missionaries and 
7,0C0 Baptists, but we need more workers and 
more help. We call upon this board earnestly 
to come to our aid. Fraterinal de'egates from 
the northern church next addressed the con: 
vention briefly. They were Honorable Horatio 
Jones, of Pennsylvania, and Rev. Dr. Henson, 
of Chicago. The latter made a very humor- 
ous speech, keeping his audience in a continual 
roar of laughter. 

_ The convention then adjournei until even- 
ing. 

When the convention re-assembled the re- 
port of the committee selected {> designate a 
place for holding the next coavention was 
heard. The First Baptist church, Richmond, 
Va., and the second Wednesday iu May, 1833, 
was the report. Rey. Dr. F. M. Eilis. of Balti- 
more, will preach the sermon, with Rev. F. M. 
Harris alternate. 

Gereral Green Clay Smith, of Kentucky, 
from the committee en temperance, reporied 
the rar fos * 

Resolved, Thatwe dosolemnly protest against 
the manufacture, sale and use of ardent spirits and 
express Our sympathy with the prohibitionists 
every where. 

Debate on this produced about the liveliest 
croes*firing yet witnessed during the conven- 
tion. Mr. Smith said he had in his hand the 
Heathen-Helper directory of the Baptist con- 
vention containing the advertisement of a 
whiskey dealer, and he asked if that was to 
he!p the heathen. 

Some one answered? ‘“‘No, the whiskey deal- 
er,” which eee laughter. 

Mr. Smith continued declaring that the pro- 
hibition shower was coming and tho:e who 
were opposed toit must getout ofthe way. 
The phrase in the part of the report preceding 
the resolution “whisky asa beverage,” pro- 
voked a long discussion. 

The hour tet apart for other business hav- 
ing arrived, the report had to be dropped. It 
will come up again in the morning, when a 
breezy time is expected. 

The remaining hoursof the night session 
were consumed by Rev. Albert J. Diaz, of 
Havana, Cuba. He gave the status of the 
mission in Cubaand its needs. Over $4,000 
were raised before the convention adjourned 
until morning.

NEW YORK sSTOOKS.

NEW YORK, May 9.—The stock market today 
was again dull, nearly featureless. A variety o 
causes, including the inexplicable rank statement 
and avxicty still remaining in regard to the eifects 
of the interstate law, and the election ofstock ex- 
change cflicers which occurred today contributed 
to this eflect.

London was a moderate buyer ea’ly in the 
day, butthe margin for arbitrage operations was 
very small, and demand from that source was in- 
significant. The sensation of the day was furuish- 
ed by a drop of something over eight per centin 
Fort Worth and Denver, only asmall portion of 

hich was recovered toward the close. The break 
was caused by a settlement with |shorts, and pool 
in stock is believed to have disbanded. Wheeling 
and Lake Erie wasalsoremarkably weak, but 
movements in the two stocks had little or no effect 
upon the general market. A reduction in sterling 
¢xchange rates was an element in favor of the lat- 
ter. Opening was steady this morning, first prices 
being either unchanged or only insignificant fcac- 
tions different from Saturday’s final figures. There 

was a mcderate business at opening, but the mar 
ket soon became extremely dull, with activity 
onlyin Reading and New England, and the only 
movement of importance was the weakness in 
\heeling and Lake Erie. The general market was 
steady until noon, after which time it became 
firm, although affected somewhat byadrop in 
Fort Worh, which occurred at thattime. There 
was steady though light appreciation of values 
towards the close, which was dull butfirm. The 
business of the day amounted to165,000 shares. 
The majority of stocks are small fractions higher 
thisevening, gains in no case exceeding *< per 
cent; but Fortand Denver Worth is down 5'4, 
Wheeling and Lake Erie#z, and Rock Island '4 per 
cent.

Fide—Scouth Caroline’s Suit, Bto, 


Govercor Gordon has taken definite action 
in the case of John P, McNally, suspending the 
execution of the executive warrant for McNal- 
ly’s delivery to the South Carolina authorities 
until the case against him in the Richmond 
county courts is decided, 

On the 4th of this month an executive war- 
rant for McNally’s extradition was issued by 
Governor Gordon, but as it was urged that the 
execution of the warrant should be suspended, 
the governor named yesterday asa time when 
he would hear what McNally and his friends 
could say on this score. 

Under the laws of Georgia a man for whom 
requisition has been made by another state 
cannot be extradited while under prosecution 
in the courts of this state, andif convicted of 
the offense charged in the Georgia courts, must 
not be delivered up until the sentence of those 
courts shall have been satisfied. 

McNally is charged with kidnappiog in South 
Carolina, and in Georgia with stealing a dog. 

In his order issuing the warrant for McNal- 
ly’s extradition, Governor Gordon expressed 
some doubts as to the character of the prosecu- 
tion in the Richmond county courts. The of- 
fense, dog stealivg, seemed a trivial one, and 
as the prosecution was not begun until just 
three mouths after the offense was alleged to 
have been committed, the first thought of any 
one who had watched the- progress of the case 
was that this charge had been trumped up 
with an idea of prevtnting, if possible, Mc- 
Nally’s extradition. It was to satisfy himself 
on this point that Governor Gordon ordered 

THE HEARING, 

Ten o'clock yesterday morning had been 
fixed ppon as the hour when arguments cou!d 
be made. There were presentat the governor's 
office at that hour: Governor Gordon, Attor- 
ney General Anderson, Judge Nisbet, secretary 
of theexecutive department; Colonel Salem 
Dutcher, of Augusta, cousel for Mr. McNally; 
Hon. Charles Z. McCord, of Augusta, repre- 
senting Mr. Oitmar G. Gauter, the prose:utor 
in the dog-stealing case; and Mr. McNally 
himself, 

Colonel Dutcker began the arguments, first 
raising the point that the reauisition papers 
were defective. This point was based upon 
the fact that, under the act of congress of 1793, 
when a requisition is sought upon an iadict- 
ment, there must be appended to the requisi- 
tion a certified copy of the indictment. In 
this case what the v'erks of the Aiken county, 
South Carolina, courts did certify to wassimply 
four sheets of writing, drawn up in the form of 
an indictment, but not indorsed “trne bill of 
the grand jury.” It was claimed, therefore, 
that this was nota certified copy of an indict- 
ment as contemplated by the law. A namber 
of anthorities were cited sustaining this point. 

Subject to this objection tothe requisition 
itself, a suspension was moved upon 

FOUK GROUNDS, 

First. At the time of the demand for his ex- 
tradition, McNally was undor prosecution for 
anoffepse against the laws of Georgia, and 
vider the Georgia code the governor must su3- 
pend the delivery until thatecase is dater- 
mined, OS an ee é 

In answer to the insinuatiun that tails was a 
frivolous prosecution, section 4402 of the code 
wescited. This expressly declarestho larceny 
of a dog an offense against the laws of Georgia. 


The South Carolina statutes were also cited to | 


show that dog-stealing in Georgia is a crime 
subject to greater penalties than kidnapping in 
South Carolina, 

Certificates as to the high character for in- 
tegrity and truthfulness of Mr. Gauter, the 
prosecutor, were presented. Tnese were signed 
by members of congrees, the mayor of Augasta, 
judges, solicitors, editors and other prominent 
people, ee 

lt was argued thatif the good faith of this 
prosecution could be looked into, thus going 
behind the certified record, justice would re- 
quire that the requisition from South Carolina 
be looked into in the same way. But Attorney 
General Auderson, in the Roberts’ extradition 
case, decided that we could not go behind the 
face of such records. 

It was claimed that there is every presump- 
tion in favor of the verity of the court record 
and the good faith of the man who makes the 


verdict. 
| THE SECOND POINT 

raised by Colonel Dutcher was that F. A. 
Blackwood is under indictment in the courts 
of Richmond county for forgery, whereby he 
defrauded McNally, this crime antedating the 
alleged kidnappitg. The records show that 
McNally was the prosecutor on this indict- 


‘ment against Black wood and the certificate of - 
Solicitor-General Wright was 


produced to 
show that the state’s case must fail in case 
McNaliy should be extradited,as he is the 
only witness to prove the forgery. It was 
further stated that, under the laws of Georgia, 
Blackwood can make a demand for trial and 
npless this demand is granted, he must be ac- 
quitted of the offense, so that the injury done 
McNally could not be redressed, or the viola- 
tion of the laws of Georgia atoned for, if Me- 
Nally were sent out of the state. 

The third point raised was that the provision 
of the constitution of the United States which 
provides for the surrender of fugitives from 
justice must be harmonized with that later 
provision of the same constitution, which de- 
c'ares that no state should deprive any person 
within its borders of 

EQUAL PROTECTION 

of the Jaws. MeNailly was entitled to a speedy 
trial of the charge against him and to have 
redress of the injary done him by Blackwood. 
To send McNally cut of the state at this time 
would deprive him of the rights to which he is 
entitled in common with every other citizen of 
Georgia and thus one of these provisions of the 
constitution of the United States would be 
obeyed and the other violated. 

By keeping him until he had fall measure of 
legal rights and then surrendering him, both 
provisions would be obeyed. 

AN ENTIRELY NEW POINT 

in the controversy, and one upon {which Co- 
lonel Dutcher put considerable stress, is that 
since waking requisition for Stone and Mc- 
Nally, the state of South Carolina has volanta- 
rily submitted to the decision of Georgia courts 
the question as to whether there had been 
any kidnapping at all. 
 Itseemsthat when Blackwood instituted 
habeas corpus proceedings for his release, 
South Carolina, through her governor and 
attorney general, came in and made themselves 
parties. The hearing on the application for a 
writ of habeas corpus will take place on 
Wednesday. ee ee 

lt will be interesting to note jast how far the 
South Carolina authorities have gone toward 
submitting the entire auestion as to whether 
the arrest of Blackwood was legal to the Rich- 
mond county courts.

EXTRADITION SUSPENDED. 

Last evening Governor Gordon ordered the 
suspension of the executive warrant. 

In his order the goverdor recites, briefly, 
the main points of the case and being satisfied 
as tothe bona fide character of the proceedings 
brought by Gauter against McNally grants 
the suspension as provided by the Georgia 
code. Indeed under section 55 of the code he 


| is compelled to doso. The points raised as to 


the necessity of McNally.s. presence at the 
Blackwood trial are mentioned as points upon 
whidh, according to many authorities, a stay 
might be granted, but these do not enter into 
Governor Gordon's decision. 

SOME NEGOTIATIONS. 

The executive department has been kep 
busy for some time past with the Black wood- 
Stone-McNally affair, and the result has been 
voluminous correspondence. A _ short time 
since negotiations looking to a compromise 
were pexding.. These were instituted at Au- 
gusta, interested persons there corresponding 
upon the subject with Governor Gordon and 
Governor Richardson. The basis of the com- 
promise was that all parties should be placed in 
statu quo ante bellam—Blackwood to be re- 
tarned to South Carolina and the proceedings 
against Stone and McNally to be dropped.
